THE SPEED OF A sWa4

Physiological fear 
ean be combated with wokedes, Tent it al- 
ways remains true that the strong are 
less subject to fear than the weak.’’ 

That famous psyehclogical playwright, 
Alfred Capus, who has dealt with the 
human emotions with sucb fidelity in his 
masterpieces, writes: 

**You oblige me to reflect on the many 


dangers that I have ineurred (railway 
and automobile accidents and fatal mal- 
adies). The occupation is a sulutary 
ne. In general, I think that when there 
is an accident or an illness, one has not 
sufficient perception of the peril to have 
the feeling of fear. Fear implies a con- 
sciousness of danger and the refusal or 
moral ‘impossibility to face it. . . . 
Fear consists in capitulation vo the in- 
stinet of self-preservation,’’ 

M. Vietor Marguerite admits that he 
has sometimes been in a funk, which 
can happen to anybody, without being 
a coward, ‘‘Fear is a physical trouble 
much more than a feeling,’’ and it 
can ulgimately be overcome by force 
of will. 

M. Alfred Mezieres, of the French 
Academy, considers that fear is caused 
by some unexpected aanger, ‘‘When I 
was under firel was not afraid, because 
I knew that I was firing to be fred at.’’ 
On the other hand, he was in a horrible 
fright when, as he was riding on an 
Arab horse in a forest, he suddenly 
found himself in front of an express- 
train which had been hidden by trees, 
The tempor of his horse, which at onee 
bolted, was communicative, and he had 
a lot of trouble in calming his steed 
and in recovering his sang-froid., 

‘*The bravest of men have known 
what fear means.’’ So says M. Frederick 
Passy, of the Institute, who instances 
Turenne and Lafontaine, and he tells a 
story of a young soldier who, when ques- 
tioned by his eolonel after a hot affair, 
confessed that he had been much alarm- 
ed, but added: ‘‘I had my orders.’’ 

‘*You were frightened, but you did 

your duty, nevertheless, You are a brave 
man,’’ was the colonel’s approving 
ony. 
M, Raymond Poinearre, of the French 
Academy, considers that fear is over as 
soon as one is in for it, People ean be 
nervous before a fight or a speech, but 
once they are well started in an under- 
aking. they think no more abcut it. 

M. Pouchet, of the Academy of Medi- 
eine, doubts whether any man has ever 
been quite free of fear for himself or 
for others. ‘*One must be Tartarin or 
Siegfried ot pretend that one has never 
been afraid,’’ declares M. Theodore 
Reinach, ‘Fear is, en derniere analyse, 
a protection against death,’’ remarks 
M, Richet, of the Academy of Medicine, 
‘‘but we must fight against it by for- 
getfulness of self, a sense of duty.’’ Or 
——-man his own master. 

M. Sicard, who is a professor at the 
Faculty of Medicine, considers fear or 
courage to be the result of temperament, 
training, and thought. Fear can be par- 
tially eradicated by reasoning and edu- 
cation, but it will never be overcome in 
its most acute form, namely, the instinet 
of self-preservation. The conclusion is 
that it is far from being unanimously

that such blossoms will last much long:

JLANS have at last been matured fo 
exposing and removing the wreek 
of the battleship Maine in Havan: 

harbor, and preliminary work has bee: 
begun, The term ‘‘raised’’ is reall, 
misleading, for the vessel is not to be 
brought to the surface as a whole 
merely exposed where she lies, so that 
she may be thoroughly examined anc 
then removed in any way that may be 
thsught proper, A writer in The En 
gineering Record (New York, October 
22) tells us that the plan finally adopt 
ed is the result of investigations by « 
board of Army engineers consisting of 
Col. W. M. Black, Lient,-Col, M. M 
Patrick, and Capt. H. B, Ferguson, re 
porting to Brig. Gen, W. H, Bixby, chiet 
of engineers. It eonsistea essentially ot 
building around the wreek an ova) 
colferdam of large cylinders of inter 
locking steel sheet piling. Says the 
writer: 

‘The eyHnders are to be driven flush 
with one another and filled with mater 
ial dredged from the harbor, The space 
within the dam will then be unwatered 
and the neeessary excavation made t 
permit of an inepeetion of the portion 
of the hull which are now buried to s 
depth of ten feet or thereabouts, in the 
inud of the harber bottom, : 

‘“*The length of the battleship is 
somewhat greater than 324 feet and 
the cofferdam will be over 400 feet long 
affording a clearance of 45 feet betwee: 
the sides of the vessel and the inne) 
surfaces of the sheet-piling cylinders 
Such a clearance is necessary to avoid 
portions of the wreck which have been 
blown beyond the position oeeupied by 
the hull, One of the steel masta of the 
Maine, which lay on the harbor botton 
some distance from the wreck, has al 
ready been brought to the surface anc 
removed, The filling of the steel cy) 
inders will be aceomplished by dredg 


ing material from the harbor botton 
into scows and rehandli.g from the 
seows into the steel shells, Suetior 


dredges will not be used, on account of 
the farge amount of water which the) 
would carry into the eylinders, 

‘*Rorings bave shown that the bot 
tom in the vicinity of the wreck is com 
posed of upper strata of sand and mud 
about ten feet thick, and below these 
are layers of blue clay and stiff yellow 
clay. It has been decided to drive the 
sheeting to a depth of about 70 feet 
below the water surface, and since the 
depth of water is about 387 feet, the 
cylinders will penetrate the harbor bot 
tom for about 33 feet of their length 
A 69-ft. test pile was put down at the 
stern of the wreck, asing an 800 pound 
hammer; it penetrated two feet int 
the mud of its own weight, and the final 
measurements showed its length in air 
to be six feet, in water 37 feet, and ix 
mud 26 feet.’’

CHOOSING A BUILDING SITE 

Tt oon layman, when asked foo 
his opinion as to what firnishes 
the best building site for the foun- 
dation of a building, will generally de- 
clare, Without the slightest hesitation 
vat nothing excels bed rock for that 
purpose, This erroneous belief has been 
fostered by tradition during the last 
two thousand years, the Biblical parable 
of the man who built his house upon a 
rock being familiar to all of us; but 
our modern builder condemns such a 
courre, 

In this twentieth century the cost 
of construction is the first item under 
consideration, and the expense of ent- 
ting a cellar in rock is only too well 
known, If there is much seepage of 
water near by it cannot penetrate the 
stratum of rock, but collects above it 
and gradually works through the cel 
lar’s walls, making the cellar damp and 
sometimes undermining the foundations.

nearest station on the Canadian Pa 
cifie Railway. But Mann had no money 
to build a road even that distance; and 
it was only when Mr. Mackenzie offered 
to go in with him and build a short 
line to the wheat that the real idea of 
the Canadian Northern began to be 

That line became the progenitor of 
the Canadian Northern with its more 
han twelve hundred miles of road run 
ning right into the wheat fields, its four 
hundred and twenty-seven miles of 
spout between Winnipeg and Port Ar- 
thur; its short line from Toronto to Sud 
bury and its projected line from Sud 
bury to Port Arthur—as well as the 
lines both built and acquired in Quebee 
and the Maritime Provinces. 

Some men are born a huedred years 
too soon; others are the best part of a 
hundred years behind the timoes—no 
matter how bad the times may be—but 
it happened that Dan Mann was born 
in the nick of time and of opportunity. 
Not that Canada would not have wor- 
ried along without either Mann or 
Mackenzie, and probably have got there 
just the same—given a little more time; 
but it must be remembered that these 
two builders owe a great big debt to 
one fact, just as big a debt as the 
country owes them, They came along 
with the needful, hard-whacking exper 
ience as trail-blazers, just when Canada 
had begun to open her doors to the op- 
portunity-knocker. It happened that
